Tragic Death 
of Rubeusteln. 


Brooklyn, May 9th.?Pesach 
N. 


Rubenstein, 
murderer of Sarah 
Alex- 


ander died in his cell shortly after 
10 


o'clock to-day. 
He appeared in usual 


health last night at six o'clock. 
This 


morning the keeper saw him lying on 
his pillow which 
is placed 
over 
the 


steampipe to secure 
greater warmth. 


His physical 
condition 
had 
of iate 


been low but Dr. Shepard who attend- 
ed him did not consider the case to be 
tiangerous. 
At9:30 the keeper 
heard 


a groan 
from 
Rubenstein 
and saw 


him lying apparently in great 
pain. 


He summoned 
three 
assistants 
and 


they lifted him to a mattress 
on the 


floor, believing that he 
was 
suffering 


from nervous prostration aud general 
debility. 
He had for weeks past been 


growing gradually weaker under the 
excessive mental strain 
and 
ravages 


of consumption. 
Medical 
aid 
was 


summoned, 
but before the 
arrival of 


Dr. Brown of the city hospital,Ruben- 
stein frothed at the 
mouth, 
his left 


arm fell powerless 
at 
his 
side, 
his 


eyes dilated 
and 
he 
groaned 
twice 


heavily, giving those about him a sus- 
picion that he had 
swallowed poison. 


A moment later he gasped 
and 
died. 


His sudden death caused excitement 
among the jailofficers. 
It is said two 


members of his 
family had 
visited 


him since last Sunday when his fath- 
er called on him but authorities scout- 
ed 
the 
idea of suicide, attributing 


death to 
general 
debility. 
He had 


been taking medicine for a long time 
past. 
Dr Brown on his arrival made 


a hasty examination 
of the body and 


pronounced 
life extinct. 
The outer 


clothing of Reubenstein 
was then re- 


moved and the body left lying with 
only a covering of an 
army 
blanket, 


under clothing and red skull cap. The 
body is extremely emaciated. 
In the 


corner of the cell was a red 
box con- 


taining straps 
and 
other 
devotional 


appliances 
used by the deceased. 
On 


a shelf was a Hebrew 
Bible, 
on 
a 


chair were several 
medicine 
phials in 


a confused heap. 
The body 
at this 


time lay partially on its side, his long 
black locks iv disorder 
over his 
pro- 


truding high cheek 
bones, 
the 
lips 


parted, 
disclosing the teeth, 
the skin 


was the hue of saffron 
and 
taken 
al- 


together the sight was shocking. 


While newspaper reporters were in 


the cell Fuchs, whose cell adjoins that 
occupied by Rubenstein, 
thrust 
his 


head through an opening in the 
cell 


door, smoking 
a pipe, 
and 
calmly 


watched the movements of the report- 
ers. 
The father and sister of 
Ruben- 


stein arrived at the prison about noon. 
The screams 
ofthe latter rang through 


the corridors as they were 
conducted 


to the scene of death. 
The sister, Mrs 


Joel Saniitt, wes poorly dressed. 
The 


father was terribly excited, and faint- 
ed after leaving the cell. 
He asked 


the coroner the privilege of carrying 
out a numberof Hebrew customs with 
the dead which request 
was granted. 


These consisted of covering the 
face, 


which 
was 
done 
with a 
blanket; 


straightening 
the limbs in a direct 


line from east to west, placing lighted 
en ml le upon the left of the head of the 
corpse. 
The coroner 
was 
about 
to 


light the candle but was prevented by 
the father who insisted on performing 
that part of the ceremony. 


This being 
done 
the 
father 
pro- 


claimed the innocence of his son 
and 


as he passed 
into the corridor 
fainted 


and fell to the floor crying "my son is 
as pure as tbe suu." 
He 
was kindly 


cared for by the jail attendants 
and 


soon after loft the prison accompanied 
by his daughter. 
He was 
very anx- 


ious that the body should not 
be left 


alone as he said it would be devoured 
by rats. 
He desired toremain but the 


Coroner was obliged to deny this and 
detailed the jail attache 
as 
watcher. 


Dr. Shepard, the medical attendant of 
the jail, examined the body this after- 
noon and expressed 
an opinion that 


Rubenstein 
had not eaten enough 
In 


two months tosustain an abk bodied 
man for a week. 
He thought 
the de- 


ceased 
bad luug trouble. 
An inquest 


will be held to-morrow.

at such an unnatural 
effort would be 


productive of harm to both races. 
He 


remarked 
that so long as there was a 


distinction 
between 
light and 
dark- 


ness, a fact established 
by the laws of 


nature, the same 
principle would ap- 


ply to the black 
and the white races. 


Certain it is that a great blunder 
has 


been committed, and the error perpe- 
trated under the influence of a some- 
what bigoted fanaticism 
is rebounding 


upon the Republican 
party with con- 


sequences 
the magnitude of which in 


the coming disaster we cannot foresee. 
A wind has been sown and it willbe a 
difficult matter to prevent the coming 
of a whirlwind.
